"This Is the result of fear of acci- 


dent; •which includes injuries to ibe 
machine by explosion, etc..; running 
over pedestrians, aud collision -i 
other vehicles. This is enhanced by 
the rapidity of riding, the wind strik- 
ing the face and shrinking of the eye- 
brows downward to protect ttie eyes 
from dust and currents of air -which 
Irritate them. 


"The body Is bent forward, bein 


rigid, due to fear of impeaciiag dan- 
ger, aiert and-ever rsndy for any mis- 
hap. This is a constant strain upon 
the cntomobllist, and the tension after 
considerable riding is extreme.

In Wyoming on the White river res- 


ervatlori, '.'among- the Arapahoe In- 
dians, there Is a squaw of one of the 
braver, Broken Horn by name, who, it 
Is suspected, was a -white girl captured 
When she was very young. 


Her history Js being diligently in- 


quired Into by Mrs. A. M. Cook of 
Davenport, la., who hopes to find in 
her a long lost sister. 


Mrs. Coo-k herself has a history filled 


with adventure. 
Her maiden name 


was Fletcher. When she was thirteen 
years old, her family, traveling over- 
land from Illinois to California, was 
attacked by Indians. Her father and 
three brothers made their escape, but 


j her mother was scalped; Her younger 
j sister. Lizzie, was seized by au Indian, 


who rodo off with her on his borse, 
and ail trace of her was lost. Mrs. 
Cook, or Mary Fletcher, as she then 


I was. was can-led off by the squaws to 


j the mountains. Adopted into the tribe, 


j she was painted red, with stripes of 


black aud greoii, and her hair was col- 
ored with soot water. The Indians 
kept her for a year, when a. white 
trader came among them, and through 
him she managed to make her escape. 
He paid tiien $1,000 to liberate her 
and sent her to her friends in Illinois. 


It is only recentlj- that Mrs. Cook 


found the faintest clew to her sister. 
In the newspapers she read of the 
•white, squaw of the Arapahocs. 
At- 


tention was attracted to the latter a 
year ago, when a band of tlie Arapa-1 
hoes came to Casper, a town on the !
